The Technique Of — 
-A.R.P. Training 


Extensive training of. 
Air Raid Wardens is now 
being. carried out 
throughout the Colony to 
raise the efficiency of 
Wardens, part ‘of the 
training being in the nat- 
ure of Sector Exercises. 


In the Course of these Sector 
Exercises, the Wardens on duty 
are approached by Umpires who 
show them “Incident” Cards print- 
ed in English and Chinese as re- 
produced below. ; 


The Wardens have to take cer- 
tain action on becoming aware of 
the nature of the “incident” and:
